How President Harrison Won a Renomination and Lost a Re-election

In the early days of the Harrison “boom,” the litth 
committee of friends met in one of the rooms of his law 
firm. Discussing one night who should be selected as 
delegates to the Chicago Convention, the General passed 
through. He was halted and asked who his best friends 
were in a certain district. He declined to give an\ 
information Somewhat nettled, I. said to hin 
“General, you will have to get over being asham« 
of your candidacy for President.” He quietly re 
plied, “I am not ashamed of the friendship of my 
friends,” 
That was all we got out of him 

On the day of the election in 1888 General Harri 
son declined to have a Western Union wire put ir 
his home. Headquarters for election news was in the 
Indianapolis Journal editorial rooms, and to the 
Journal were, sent such personal dispatches received 
by the candidate as could be publicly used 
The first edition of the paper went to press at mid 
night, with no other claim than that the returns so 
far received indicated Harrison’s election At 2.30 
A. M. the result seemed assured, and I called up the 
General’s residence to communicate the fact, with 
my compliments and congratulations. The tek 
phone was answered by the General’s son-in-law, 
Mr. McKee, who said that General Harrison had 
retired at 11 o'clock with orders not to be awakened 
for any reason. Early in the morning whenI saw 
him, the General explained, apologetically, that he 
went to bed at his usual hour the night before be
